Report Raps 
Quacks Who 
Bilk Elderly 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen­ 
ate Investigators urged today 
federal war on quacks and 
pitchmen who profit on crooked 
schemes aimed mainly at the 
elderly. 
A report to the Senate by its 
subcommittee on frauds and 
miwepresentattoos affecting the 
elderly charged that unscrupu­ 
lous operators are milking mil­ 
lions of dollars every year from 
the skimpy retirement incomes 
of the aged. 
The subcommittee said an 
accurate count is impossible, 
but added that $1 billion a year 
“ was mentioned most often" by 
knowledgeable witnesses in its 
1964 hearings. 
The report saki quacks sell 
the elderly everything from 
phony arthritis “cures" to de­ 
vices “ guaranteed” to restore 
youth and remove wrinkles. 
“ It is blameful that the elder 
!y (ara) clearly the major vic­ 
tim of the highly organized 
high-pressure techniques of the 
modem medicine man,” the 
raport said. “ But this is clearly 
the case " 
Sen. Harrison A. William Jr. 
D-N.J., the subcommittee chair 


man, said in an accompanying 
statement he would press rec­ 
ommendations for corrective 
action. 
One proposal calls for crea­ 
tion of a new agency, to be 
named the Central Antiquack 


ary Bureau, within the Food and 
Drug Administration. 
Another calls for a new law 
requiring advance FDA testing 
and approval before purported 
therapeutic, 
diagnostic 
and 


prosthetic devices could be sold. 
The committee also advocated 
an educational program to alert 
the elderly against crooked 
schemes.

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The Main Thing Is Procedure 


If President Johnson had wanted to be 
blunt, he could have told Congress why 
no procedure for replacing a disabled 
chief executive ever has been spelled out 
in the Constitution. Congress preferred to 
duck the problem. 
Certainly the omission cannot be blamed 
on failure to realize the existence of a 
legal vacuum. That has been called to at­ 
tention endlessly. 
The consequences of letting the vacuum 
continue have been demonstrated graph­ 
ically — most graphically in the instance 
of Woodrow Wilson’s disability, less graph­ 
ically in the instance of Dwight Eisen­ 
hower’s disability. 
Though the latter emergency was dealt 
with under an agreement between Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower a n d Vice President 
Nixon, if Mr. Eisenhower’s disability had 
lasted long enough in either of the two 
instances when his health faltered, legal­ 
ists in Congress and elsewhere would have 
been in (Mime position to challenge Mr. 
Nixon’s executive authority. 
This is why there must be a legal pro­ 
cedure; this la why it must be spelled out 
la the Constitution. 


IN A WORD, establishment of a plan 
for continuing executive authority bi the 
event of presidential disability must be 


put beyond the grasp of the type of legal­ 
ists who revel bi tying questions bi knots 
of their own design. 
Mr. Johnson, having lived through a 
year of personal misgivings about an 
executive department without a vice pres­ 
ident, also wants the Constitution to con­ 
tain a provision for appointing a vice 
president in the event that office falls va­ 
cant as it did after John F. Kennedy’s 
assassination. 
And for good measure he wants to close 
the legal loophole that makes it theoretic­ 
ally legal for presidential electors to use 
their own discretion bi casting ballots for 
president. 
He proposes an amendment to do away 
with the electors entirely, retaining only 
the electoral votes, which would go auto­ 
matically to the candidate winning th e 
majority of a state's popular votes. 


IN ALL THREE amendments, the mam 
thing is to establish a procedure that will 
be tamper-proof against the kind of legal­ 
ists who love to sniff around dubious situ­ 
ations tai government, hoping to ferret out 
some gamey opportunity they can ex­ 
ploit. 
Constitutional amendments will curb 
their zeal. 


This Is More Like It 


Six Republican members of the House 
Ways and Means Committee are proposing 
an interesting alternative to the Kennedy- 
Johnson medicare proposal. 
Republicans have done this before; it 
was done first bi 1163 under direction of 
the same ranking Republican member 
guiding the strategy now—Rep. John W. 
Byrnes of Wisconsin. 
It is being done now. as before, as a 
compromise between the Social Security 
version of medical care for the aged—the 
Kennedy-Johnsoa medicare proposal-and 
a proposal being pushed by Rep. Frank 
T. Bow of Ohio. 
The Bow proposal Is based on tax 
credits, to provide an incentive for all 
persona over 66 to Insure themselves if 
they can and an incentive for others to 
pay premiums in their behalf Thus, a 
son paying for his parents could get a 
$150 tax credit, or an employer providing 
protection for a retired employe. 
The Byrnes proposal, while keeping med­ 


ical care for the aged out of die Social 
Security system, would gear medical in­ 
surance premiums to Social Security pay­ 
ments. No tax credits would be provided. 
The plan would be voluntary. Anyone 
could participate, but no one would be 
forced to participate. Government welfare 
would pay premiums for indigents. 
The Kennedy-Johnson proposal, on die 
other hand, would require all Social Se­ 
curity participants to pay specified taxes 
for the protection of beneficiaries. People 
outside Social Security would not be 
covered. 
Republicans have developed a basis is­ 
sue—whether or not all persons 65 and 
over should be covered by some form of 
government-supervised medical Insurance, 
or whether only those bi the Social Se­ 
curity sysetm should be covered. 
This is the way two-party government 
is supposed to work. TTxia is more like 
It. For every proposal there should be 
an alternative.

Franklin D. Roosevelt had awesome hero 
qualifications when viewed from points 
outside the United States 
Dwight D. Eisenhower was and will con­ 
tinue to be for Europeans and Britons a 
figure looming larger than any of his 
contemporaries. 
Harry Truman Is a hero In Greece, 
thanks to the Truman Doctrine 
John F. Kennedy was an idol figure to 
the youth of many lands, who had grown 
tired of the oldsters who dominate gov­ 
ernment. 
When Lyndon Johnson finally makes his 
belated entrance on the world stage in a 
starring role, his chances of looming larg­ 
er than life are bright. 


lf Winston Churchill had been one of 
ours, he would not have been Idolized. 
He was not idolized by all his country­ 
men. The United Kingdom has irreconcil­ 
able partisans, too. 
There were times when he was not idol­ 
ized by all Americans, either, such as the 
time he growled he had not become prime 
minister to preside over dismemberment 
of the British Empire. That wounded the 
sensibilities of nice old ladies of both sexes 
who had their thoughts fixed on freedom 
for India. 
Only in his declining years and finally 
In death were Winston Churchill’s detrac­ 
tors stilled. 
Had he remained in his beloved House 
of Commons to the end. arguing, scoffing, 
standing up for his beliefs, riding rough­ 
shod over his opponents, he would have 
died as he had lived — a storm center 
of controversy, respected only by his own 
partisans, feared by all others.

CHAIRMAN H o w a r d W. 
Smith of the Rules Committee, 
who in this revolution was the 
victim as was Cannon in 1910, 
has pointed out that under the 
new Rule XX the House ma­ 
jority has deliberately denied 
itself the right to consider and 
debate legislation passed by the 
Senate.

WASHINGTON 
This country is heading into a 
comparatively peaceful time un­ 
less something not now visible 
happens, like a greatly expand­ 
ed war in Viet Nam. 
This is not President John­ 
son's doing but the result of a 
number of conditions and events 
before he moved in. He inherit­ 
ed the tranquility, such as it is, 
and is trying to take advantage 
of it by his emphasis on home 
problems. 
Before Johnson's presidency, 
President John F. Kennedy took 
some of the steam out of the 
Russians’ aggressiveness with 
the missile showdown in Cuba. 
But that wasn't all that helped 
cool them off. 
Their own economy needed 
attention because it was stum­ 
bling. And, because of their split 
with Red China, they were no 
longer able to concentrate on 
plaguing the West. And China 
looks like a problem for them 
for years. 
A good example of the chang­ 
ing times is in Johnson’s budget 
which he handed Congress last 
week 
Although he asked $49 
billion for defense, this was $300 
million under last year. 
"We have largely completed a 
buildup of the world's most 
powerful 
military 
establish­ 
ment," he explained, "and our 
balanced forces are clearly su­ 
perior to those of any potential 
aggressor.”' 
That Johnson seems to see a 
time of tranquility — or at least 
a period not nearly so hair-rais­ 
ing as the years since the cold 
war began in the 1940s — was 
reflected in what he stressed in 
his messages to Congress. 
He put the emphasis on do­ 
mestic affairs, skipping lightly 
over the foreign ones. 
It can be argued that until his 
presidency, Johnson’s long gov­ 
ernment experience was almost 
entirely with home problems 
and that therefore he naturally 
thought in those terms. But that 
can be only part of the explana­ 
tion.

Since his departure the new 
leaders have not only been non­ 
belligerent but indicate now 
they may come over for a sum­ 
mit meeting with Johnson. 
The pulling and hauling going 
on now among the Western Al­ 
lies is more evidence the imme­ 
diate dangers have subsided. If 
they felt unsafe, they wouldn’t 
dare the luxury of disagree­ 
ments. 
But even a period of peace, or 
comparative peace, can be illu­ 
sory and therefore dangerous, 
and probably is. 
At the moment Red China is 
not a menace to the Soviet Un­ 
ion or the West. In IO or 15 
years, when she has a good sup­ 
ply of nuclear weapons, Red 
China may make even the cold 
war years look peaceful. 
Further, in a relaxed period 
the Communist world, even if 
the Soviet Union and Red China 
are antagonists operating sepa­ 
rately. will be trying advances 
without war, not by aggressions 
but by influence and subversion. 
So the peace Johnson seems 
to be facing will be only a rela­ 
tive peace and may require 
more imagination in dealing 
with the rest of the world — 
friend, foe and neutral — than 
even the cold war required.

But the methods seemed in­ 
adequate against a foe w ho 
could become invisible in the 
jungle, sometimes only yards 
from his often reluctant South 
Vietnamese pursuers. The ene­ 
my has been highly mobile far 
from base. always elusive, al­ 
ways dangerous no matter how 
well or badly equipped. 
The enemy could dart out. at­ 
tack. then melt into the jun­ 
gle. He could show up again in 
full view, an innocent toiling 
peasant by day, a dangerous 
guerrilla by night, expert in am­ 
bush and booby traps. 
The enemy has spies a n d 
agents 
everywhere, 
including 
Saigon, often right under Amer­ 
ican noses. It is a highly effec­ 
tive intelligence system. 
The Viet Cong now hold much 
of the South — possibly two- 
thirds of it. The Saigon govern­ 
ment has the cities. But Mao’s 
way is to invest the countryside 
first, then attack the towns with 
agitation, propaganda, sabotage 
and by using the ambitions of 
local politicians. 
By Communist thinking, there 
can be a non - military victory 
by attrition, something like the 
injection of a powerful paralyz­ 
ing poison to deaden the will 
to resist.

In aknoflt any gathering of 
boating fang, you’ll hear violent­ 
ly conflicting opinion* exprew­ 
ad about reinforced fiberglas 
plastic aa a hull material. 
Hoar much adverse criticism 
Is Justified today and boar much 
la mara prejudice stemming 
from Drears of wooden boat own­ 
ership? 
In your opinion, the construc­ 
tion of fiberglas hulls has reach­ 
ed maturity now, making the 
purchase of a well-designed boat 
from a reputable manufacturer 
a aouad investment. 


FIVE YEARS ago when the 
Industry was loaded with back­ 
yard builders and home b r e w 


designs, we can r e m e m b e r 
checking boats which were so 
lightly constructed you could 
press in the topsides with your 
thumb. 
At that time, we remarked 
that such skimping on material, 
obviously done for s combina­ 
tion of flashy high speed per­ 
formance and saving in produc­ 
tion costs, would result in a lot 
of flexing in rough water. Die 
inevitable happened Die result­ 
ing fatigue produced longitudin­ 
al cracks in a few boats and 
an undeserved black eye fo r 
fiberglas. 
Die good builders never have 
sacrificed hun strength to save 
weight. They depended on de- 
sign for performance. T h e i r 


boats, properly constructed and 
reinforced, are as seaworthy to­ 
day as they were when they 
came off the production line. 
Our present boat it a conven­ 
tional lapstrake 23-foot inboard 
sea skiff of heavy construction 
with solid cedar planking cop­ 
per-riveted to steam-bent white 
oak frames on dose centers. We 
have been out in weather so 
heavy we’ve thought It prudent 
to throttle down to HOO r p m. 


ON SOME of these occasions, 
we’ve been am axed to see some 
fiberglas outboards of modern 
design traveling at hill bore. 
Among those frequently seen is 
the 13-foot Boston Whaler de­ 
signed by Ray Hunt, and her 


larger sister boat just under 17 
feet in length. 
Knowing that these boats are 
taking a beating consistently be­ 
cause their owners seem to be 
oblivious to rough water, we 
checked with Dana W. Gallup af 
the Fisher-Pierce Co., the build­ 
ers st Rockland.

“We did make some boats 
about four years ago that de­ 
veloped small bumps in the gel 
coat. We also have had some 
that have had small hairline 
cracks appear in the gel coat. 
These were entirely superficial 
and did make the appearance 
somewhat less than average. 
“hi no way were these caus­ 
ed from fatigue. And we have, 
to the best of our knowledge 
repaired under warranty every 
one we have ever heard of, re­ 
gardless of the age of the boat 
Further, at the first indication 
of any trouble, we have traced 
it to the source and have made 
the necessary corrections. It is 
our belief that none af these ail­ 


ments of the past will reoccur,” 
Gallup said. 
Questions And Answers 
Q —What is the best way to 
maintain the appearance of a 
fiberglas boat? 
A.—’When the finish gets dull, 
rub out with automotive-t y p e 
body wax compound. After col­ 
or has faded, remove wax, sand 
with garnet paper, clean and re­ 
finish with two-part marine ep­ 
oxy paint according to direc­ 
tions. 
Q.—Aside from reducing up­ 
keep, is there any other good 
reason for using fiberglas cov­ 
ered decks on a wood boat? 
A.—Yes, to eliminate d e c k 
leaks, one of the most frequent 
causes of dry rot.

His curiosity is high then. His 
Imagination is probably m o r e 
fertile than it ever will be in 
his later life. He constantly cre­ 
ates with things and words and 
ideas. He employs practically all 
the patterns of thinking a n d 
reasoning he will ever use. 
His parents can be most pow 
erful in helping him develop 
mentally in these directions 


THEREFORE, begin w i t h 
your baby as soon as he begins 
responding to you and to the 
many things and creatures all 
about him. to stimulate his urge 
to learn. Within the limits of 
safety, help him to see, hear, 
touch and handle as many new 
things as reasonably possible. 
lift him up to see what arous­ 
es his interest. Then and later 
let him touch and handle more 
and mort things — smooth 
t h i n g s , rough dings; soft 
t h i n g s , hard things; warm 
dings, cold things. How won- 
derful it is when ha can thus 
keep learning more and mare 
about the big world around him. 
Go walking with him to widen 
what he may see, hear, touch, 
handle or experience with the 
help of his hands, feet and oth­ 
er parts of his body. 
IjU him aet the m all 
toras and larger ones outdoors 
and hear those which make dif­ 
ferent sounds Provide him in­ 
doors with sample playthings 
with which he can have all sorts 
of experiences and learn many 
skills. Get him as soon as he 
em toddle, md more o f t e n 
thereafter, with one or more 
children of his age. 


AS SOON as ha chooses to 
look at pictures In a book, an­ 
swer his questions about them. 
Talk to Mm about these and en­ 
joy his talking. When he looks 
at a picture for a few moments 
al a stretch, talk to him about 
it from tho book. Read to him 
Then keep on reading to him 
several times a day till long 
after ha has entered school 
To stimulate him further at 
three, four ar five, In observing 
the sounds made by different 
things and the use of them, de­ 
vise some games like the fol 
lowing 
Have him, preferably 
with one or two other children 
near his age. remain In a room 
next to the kitchen, or behind 
a screen in the kitchen 
Make sounds with things out 
of sight — a ball bouncing, wa­ 
ter being poured from a height 
of several feet into a large pan 
or pail, a pan with spoons, 
knives and forks in it dropped 
from the table to the floor, of 
an egg beater in use, of water 
dropping on a bot stove (you 


can think of scores of others). 
Then have the child or chil­ 
dren tell what caused each kind 
of sound. Such useful games 
could be fascinating for y o u n g 
children, and they could be 
played frequently.

Laotian Coup 


VIENTIANE. Laos, (AP) - 
An 
attempted 
coup 
Sunday 
night by a group of young army 
officers appeared to have failed 
today 
The officers, headed by Col. 
Boulert Sycossie. met for two 
hours with army generals and 
Premier Prince Souvanna Phou- 
ma. Souvanna issued a state­ 
ment afterwards calling the in­ 
cident a misunderstanding 
The rebels seized the Vien­ 
tiane radio station and issued 
communique which said they 
wanted to reform the army high 
command, take control of the 
army out of the hands of cliques 
and insure justice. Three com­

them. 


Souvanna said today the gov­ 
ernment had everything in ham 
and that the chief of staff, Gen 
Quane Rathikoun, remained in 
charge. 


There have bern recent rum­ 
blings of dissent among leaders 
of the Laotian armed forces and 
some criticism of the chief of 
staff. 
For years Laos has been tom

QUESTION: Why is a Thoroughbred horse different from 
a purebred? 


ANSWER: The word ‘ Thoroughbred’’ and ' purebred” 
are often confused. The racehorses in the lower part (rf our 
picture are Thoroughbreds, but they are also purebred horses. 
On the other hand, the Shetland pony at the top is a pure­ 
bred. but it is not a Thoroughbred. 
The confusion disappears when we realize that Thorough­ 
bred means one special breed of horse, in the same way 
that we speak of a Morgan horse or a Tennessee Walking 
Horse. Purebred means a horse or other animal of any recog­ 
nized breed whose ancestors, for a number of generations, 
have been pure examples of that breed. The special breed 
of horses called Thoroughbred came from England, where, 
between 1690 and 1725. English mares were mated with three 
famous imported stallions, the Byerly Turk, the Gockrfphin 
Barb and the Darley Arabian. Further breeding produced a 
slender, high spirited horse with a large heart and tremen­ 
dous lungs—and horses of this breed quickly established 
themselves as the fastest in the world for racing at the gal­ 
lop and for jumping. Another breed, the Standardbred, is 
used for trotting, but for flirt racing with a jockey in the 
saddle, the Thoroughbred remains as the king
